A fishpacker, the Western 
Challenger, heavily loaded with 
herring and hauling a barge, 
was about one and a half miles 
away from the spot at which 
the Canso ditched.

They confirmed that the two 
planes had visual and radio con- 
tact minutes before the crash 

“They were chatting back and 
forth as near as We can find 
out,” said a spokesman. 

Both planes were on a trans- 
port flight, hauling supplies be- 
tween the two bases, and the 
landing was not a training 
manoeuvre. 

Officials would not state 
whether the pilot of the ditched 
plane had radioed word of trou- 
ble to the other Canso. All 
crew members are being held 
in hospital at Campbell River. 

An airforce board of inquiry 
hag been ordered to investigate 
the crash, and no statements 
are allowed from the survivors. 

RCAF officials said there was 
no explosion when the plane 
headed down to the water. 

Captain Lilly said he was un- 
able to spot any signs of life 
in the sinking Canso when he 
pulled away with the 16 sur- 
vivors, but that it appeared 
three men were trapped in the 
cabin. 

An RCAF launch from Co- 
mox alr base, and an RCMP 
launch in the vicinity, sped to 
the scene. The plane was towed 
to Knox Bay on Thurlow Island. 

This morning it was reported 
sunk in 14 feet of water.

He managed this in spite of 
the fact that council majorities 
had passed resolutions earlier 
approving both measures. 

By forcing reconsideration of 
both questions he convinced 
council that the bridge refer- 
endum was probably illegal and 
would have to be dropped, due 
to an error in the resolution. 

And he won agreement to 
table the Thetis Lake issue, not 


by convincing council that the 
park shouldn't be logged—al- 
though he tried that tack—but 
by convincing the members that 
they should submit as a cour- 
tesy “to the head of a corpor- 
ation.” 

His triumph 
anguished remark 
Arthur Dowell: 

“To bad we haven't more legal 
men on this council . . . too bad

Council Could Have Forced It 


The mayor's accomplishment 
was all the more noteworthy 
when it was learned following 
the meeting that: 

(a) Council could have legally 
forced the Thetis question to 
by-law stage, and 

(b) It was legally possible to 
have arranged for a money by- 
law for the Point Ellice bridge, 
on Dec. 8. 

Council wasn’t too upset at 
the delay in making a call for 
tenders for Thetis logging. But 
Ald. Dowell, chairman of public 
works; Ald. M. H. Mooney, Ald. 
Austin Curtis, and Ald. W. F. 
Pinfold all wanted the bridge 
question put to the. people next 
month. 

The..outcome. boiled down. to 
the fact that the mayor knew 
that the public works commit 
tee had made some vital errors 
in its original presentation of 
the bridge question, while the 
committee and its sympathizers 
did not know that some fast 
action would have overcome its 
faux pas. 

The mayor knew, and told 


council in a letter, that it could 
not put a referendum to the 
people on a matter which it did 
not itself have power to decide. 

He knew this before the meet- 
ing, but said nothing. He ts 
firm in his belief that the bridge 
question should lie motionless 
at least until the B.C. -Legisla- 
ture convenes, because he thinks 
there will be aid from that 
quarter and city taxpayers will 
save money 

He pointed out, ‘and. was 
backed by city solicitor Arthur 
Patton, that the question, in- 
volving expenditure of $500,000, 
which would include about $300 
000 of borrowed money, could 
only be asked of the people in 
the form of a money. by-law. 

The rule is there to insure that 
only property owners shall de 
cide the matter. Spouses and 
licensees do not have a say in a 
money by-law. And the mayor 
pointed” our why If the city 


should not be able to pay. off 


its bond issue, the sheriff levies 
an assessment against property 
owners to raise the deficit. 


Dowell Remarks Annoy Solicitor 


“T asked the city solicitor to 
draw it up in the proper way 
and it was not done.” objected 
Ald. Dowell. He said later his 
committee meant to call for a 
money by-law. 


“That's not so... I was only 
asked. to draw up a question 
... if you'd consult m¢ more 
often...” answered Mr. Pat- 
ton heatedly, before the mayor 
called for order. 

Asked by Ald. Dowell if there 
was time now to draw up a 
money by-law to put to the 
electors on Dec. 8, Mr. Patton 
said “No.” 

Later, it was learned that if 
council met again Friday night, 
forced a fast shuffle in the 
legal department and had ad- 
vertisement. published in Satur- 
day’s paper, a money by-law 
could have been set for elec- 
tion day It was pointed out 
that it was legally possible; but 
physically difficult. 

However, even if council had 
forced the issue, the slight ma- 
jority which favored the refer- 
endum when it was proposed 
may have been reduced to a 


minority by a possible change 
of heart by Ald. Don Smith 

Two weeks ago he said: 
“Every hour of every day that 
we leave this bridge open, we 
are gambling with lives.” Thurs 
day, he sat on the outskirts of 
the debate and there were in- 
dications he now agreed to the 
mayor's wait-and-see plan. 

Before a new plan was decid- 
ed, a sudden move to adjourn 
by Ald. Edgelow, who called 
the referendum premature, sec- 
onded by Ald. Macmillan, who 
also batke'"the mayor, was 
passed. 

The surrender came easily, 
probably because the pro-bridge 
faction now knows a money 
by-law can be put to the people 
at any time. Elections, Christ- 
mas, the inaugural meeting and 
a possible new council will 
probably delay it, though, to the 
date more agreeable to the 
mayor. 

The mayor's letter to council 
stated that “it is surely patent 
that the premier has far-reach- 
ing plans for Victoria . . . cer- 
tain land exchanges and pur- 
chases may be dealt with .. .” 


‘Some Will Use It Against Me’ 


“Are some trying to gain 
votes (in rushing the bridge 
question) .. . are party politics; 
being played?” ’ 

He added; “No doubt some 
will seize on this to use it 
against me in ‘the election . 
I am in favor of the bridge... 
but leave it until after the 
election.” 

The mayor had directed that 
both the bridge and the Thetis 
Lake logging resolution be re 
considered and tried to halt any 
discussion, statmg that sucn 
action was according to the 1954 
procedure by-law.

He said council. could call a

But council decided against 
that. 

The mayor's “direction to re- 
consider”, sometimes referred 
to as a veto, can be made any 
time within 30 days after coun

IE .FULL REPORT OF A RE- 

cent press conference given by 
Mr. Benson, American secretary of 
agriculture, is a surprising and rather 
alarming document. It. reveals at 
once the kind of competition which 
Canada must meet in the grain mar- 
kets of the world from a concerted 
system. of American dumping. 

Mr. Benson (speaking, of course, 
to the vital farm vote of the Middle 
West) made no apology for subsidiz- 
ing the export of American cereals. 
On the contrary, he boasted that, by 
accepting foreign currencies, giving 
grain away and, iri fact, making a 
mockery of the international wheat 
agreement, the United States was 
rapidly unloading its grain surplus. 
‘This program, he promised, would be 

~ enlarged. next year. But it never 
seemed to occur to him for a moment 
that he was thus demoralizing the 
world market in general and damag- 
ing Canada in particular. 

Just before Mr. Benson congratu- 
lated himself on the success of this 
program Mr. Howe had spoken to 
the Canadian farmers..at Regina. 
After patiently restraining himself 
for many months and refusing to 
comment-on-the American policy, Mr. 
Howe..at_last spoke out... ‘I hape” 
he said, “that Canada will never have 
to resort to this kind of unfair and 
unwholesome trading practice.” 

Apparently Mr. Benson had not 
heard of Mr. Howe's speech until it 

‘ was quoted to him at the press con- 

fetence-by~an~ alert- American.--re- 
porter. What, the reporter asked, 
did Mr. Benson think of Canada’s 
protest? 

Mr. Benson, writes the corres- 
pondent of The Winnipeg Free Press, 
“flushed almost crimson with erttbar- 
rassment. There was no sign of 


anger but his embarrassment was 
acute. After a moment's hesitation, 
he murmured: ‘I hope Canada never 
has to resort to unfair and unwho‘e- 
some practices either.’ ” 

This, of course, was to beg the 
question. The reporters therefore 
asked whether Mr. Benson agreed 
with Mr. Howe that American mar- 
keting methods were unfair and un- 
wholesome. Mr. Benson said “No” 
in “a firm, almost defiant voice and 
went on to give-a long apologia for 
American policy.” 

That is where we sfand today. 
So far as the Republican Government 
in Washington is concerned the pre- 
sent marketing methods, ‘owever 
they are described, will continue and, 
evidently, expand in an election year

when, as The Free Press correspon- | 


dent observes, American policy 
makers will be thinking much less | 


of Canada than of the farm vote in 


Kansas or Iowa. 

Little encouragement is to be 
found in the prospective. policy of 
the Democrats. They are denouncing 
the Government for failing to pay the 
farmers enough for their wheat and 


are making this price the major issue 


of the 1956 campaign. 

If the farmers’ guaranteed price 
is to be raised under a future Démo- 
cratic administration, more grain will 
be produced, (weather permitting) 
whether it can be sold or not. The 
pressure to unload it by any method, 
and regardless of consequences to 
such.exporters..as..Canada, will..cer- 
tainly increase. 

Those are the cold facts which 
we must face until our good neigh- 
bors, the American people realize-— 
as they have not yet realized—what 
their farm policy is doing to their 
closest friend and best customer.

C= or two people at the party talked 
about changes since 1930 ... . not al- 
ways changes for the better, and not 
always forthe worse, (We are a very 
balanced bunch, the boys of 1930.

Because of inadequate inspection, 
farmers avoiding the cost of sanitary 
improvements and producing less than 
top grade milk are receiving the same 
premium for quality that Grade A pro- 
ducers receive. Because the market is 
receiving more milk for fluid sales than 
it can handle, top grade milk is being 
relegated to use for manufactured pro- 
ducts, which brings a much lower price. 
Two cans of milk of the same quality 
may bring two farmers two different 
prices, one miore than twice as much as 
the other. 


UNEVEN DISTRIBUTION 

Aecesg to the high-priced market for 
fluid milk is not evenly distributed among 
the producers. Members of the Fraser 
Valley co-operative, who provide 70 per 
cent of the milk offered for sale in the 
Vancouver area, cater to only 49 per cent 
of the market for drinking-milk. The 
independent~ producers, supplying in- 
a rom distributers, constitute only, 30 
per cent of the supply, qos they enjoy 51 
ft the top-price market. 
Pewagh: Xm the independent farmer 


rate of $5.03 for fluid milk (per 100 
pounds at 3.5 per cent butterfat), and 
$1.96 for milk to be used in ice cream, 
milk powder and other forms, the co-op 
producer until recently was receiving 
from the Fraser Valley Milk Producers 
Association less for his high grade milk 
and more for his surplus product, 

The average combined return from 
both fluid and surplus milk has worked 
out at $4.12 a hundredweight for the in 
dependent farmer and $3.40 for the co-op 
dairyman. This is not only unfair to 
producers but also to distributers who 
have to compete in the face of unequal 
basic costs. 

The remedy for all these ills, says 
Mr. Justice Clyne, is equalization. 

In the first place; only farmers ad- 
hering to sanitary regulations would be 
licensed to ship to the fluid market and 
enjoy tHe benefit of higher returns. Thus 
the consumer would not be paying a 
premium price, as is often the case at 
present, for quality he was not receiving. 
EQUAL OPPORTUNITY 

Since the Government sets the price 
for fluid milk, says the Commissioner, 
all qualified producers should have an 
equal opportunity to share the market. 
If more milk is supplied than the fluid 
market can absorb, government quotas 
should be set based on the volume of 
the producer’s winter output compared 
with the needs of the whole market. At 
present quotas are in proportion to the 
particular distributer’s pool to which the

FORMULA METHOD 

Equalization is not a theoretical solu 
tion. It has been applied with success in 
the United States in many different mar- 
ket areas under Federal operation, as 
well as in a number of State-controlled 
markets. 

Under this system the Milk Board 
sets a value for Grade A milk based on 
the formuia method which has ween dis- 
cussed eartier. It also sets a_value for 
milk used in manvfacturiug, 

On any given dy, the total vaiue of 
all the Grade A m ik sold at the top price, 
and the total value of the surplus Grade 
A milk which had to be relegated at the 
lower price to manufacturing, can be 
easily computed. 

This sum is then divided by the total 
volume of Grade A milk that was shipped 
that day and a value, somewhere be- 
tween the high and the low, is obtained. 

“This is the price paid to the farmers for 
all their Grade A milk shippei on that 
cay. 

Thus the ideal that all milk of equal 
quality should earn an equal price for 
producers who adhere to equal standards 
is achieved. 

It is such a basic system. which Mr... 
Justice Clyne recommends. .Whether this

One can easily see why thousands of per- 
sons whose troubles have appeared to good 
physicians to have been due purely to ner- 
vousness were delighted when another doctor 
told them they had brucellosis, or undulant 
fever—something that, as 
this new doctor said, all the 
other men had missed. For 
a while, the patient felt that 
his wrongs had been right- 
ed. -He had resented the 
diagnosis of nerves, and be- 
cause of this, he had dis- 
liked the able and sensible 
physicians who, one after 
the other, had failed to find 
anything physically wrong 
with him. Atlast, with the 
new diagnosis, he felt justified, and he crowed 
over the members of his family who had not 
enjoyed paying much.money for his many 
examinations and hospitalizations. 

But soon he became unhappy because, even 
after months of strenuous and costly treat- 
ment, he was little, if any, better. Perhaps, 
also, he got to wondering a bit when he found 
that almost every patient that his new doctor 
had was being treated for brucellosis. This 
did not seem right. Then he went to another 
physician, who sent his blood perhaps to the 
excellent state laboratory, and back came the 
report that, although the blood did respond 
slightly to the test for undulant fever, this 
could not be interpreted as a sign that the 
disease was present. Since the blood of most 
people gives a positive reaction to the Bru- 
cella germ, expertg pay little attention to this 
unless the reaction is very strong and even 
then it proves nothing. The skin test is of 
so little value that most physicians no longer 
use it. The only sure test is to grow the germs 
“from the patient's blood, but this <an usually 
be done only in acute cases. 


MOSTLY HANDLE CATTLE 

The doctor may go ono Say that the man, 
having always lived inthe city far away from 
sick animals or a slatighter house, could have 
got the disease only from raw milk. Today, 
most city dwellers drink only pasteurized milk 
which is safe. 

Actually, almost all of the persons who 
really suffer from Brucellosis are veterinar- 
jans, Handlers of cattle or hogs, or workers 
in slaughter houses ° 

I have never been able to get excited 
about undulant fever because, in the 25 years 
in which I worked alongside of expert bacteri- 
ologists, I almost never could be sure that

fever really had it. Usually I felt sure that 
the little so-called fever that he had was due 
purely to nervousness. I have seen many 
persons who got a definite rise in temperature 
whenever they got worried oF angry. 


I should emphasize that I'm not saying 
that there is no such thing as undulant fever 
or that all the diagnoses made of this disease 
are wrong. Ali I'm saying is that the few 
score persons whom I have seen with this 
diagnosis made at home had nothing that 
experts thought was a chronic infection with 
any germ. If I had had to give a clinic be- 
fore the annual meeting of, let us say, the 
American College of Physicians, I would not 
have dared to demonstrate such a patient be- 
fore the crowd of doctors as a case of brucel- 
losis. Many of the doctors would quickly 
have risen to point out to me that my 4up- 
posed evidence was mighty weak. 


THE MAN WHO DESERTS HIS FAMILY 

I just was talking to a very unhappy 
woman of 55, who has had a hard time of it. 
Years ago, her husband deserted her and 
their five children. He not only ran away 
with a young girl about’the age of his oldest 
child, but he took with him all the family 
savings. The lawyer consulted said it would 
be hopeless to try to get any of the money 
back, and it was hopeless to try to get the 
man to contribute to the Support of his family. 


I hear’so many stories of this type that 
I wonder if the only women who can keep 
collecting a huge alimony are those young 
things who marry a wealthy man and soon 
divorce him. Usually they have no children 
to worry about, but apparently they get their 
money. The woman who is left with five chil- 
dren seems rarely*to get anything. The man 
skips into a distant state, and the woman 
brings up the family as best she can. Eyery 
week I see wonderful women, long ago de- 
serted, who have worked terribly hard and 
have put several children through high school 
or college. 

After talking to hundreds of such women 
and asking them about the husband who, 
years ago, walked out on his great responsi- 
bilities, my impression is that many of these 
men were never well-adjusted or even quite 
sane. Many were shiftless persons who 
thought the world owed them-a-living; some 
never worked steadily at anything or accepted 
any responsibility; others were alcoholics; 
others must have been just scum of the earth; 
and many must have been the sort of man 
who has to be discharged from the army be- 
cause he has absolutely no sense of responsi- 
bility.

Unlike American football, in which 22 men endeavor to beat 
each others’ brains out, or English rugby, in which 30 men 
endeavor to beat each others’ brains out, in Canadian football 
24 men endeavor to beat each others’ brains out. 

(The percentage of success in each of these three sports 
is satisfactorily high.) 

Each game of Canadian football is divided into four 
quarters, which is more than you can say.fem.the Canadian 
dollar, which is rarely divided into more than four dimes. 

In the early days of Canadian football, before the era of 
$7.50 Grey Cup tickets, 9 spectator could watch for as little 
as 25 cents. And if he didn’t like the game, he was entitled 
to » refund, From this custom came the term “quarter 
back.” 

A further refinement occurred when the manager of 
the team refused the refund, and thus became known as 
a “quarterback sneak.” 

Canadian football is based on a series of downs, known 
as first down, second down, and third down. During each 
down, the objective of each player is to knock all.the other 
players down. He seldom succeeds. But the objective of 
each spectator is to knock one down during each down, and 
he usually succeeds, until the thermos runs dry. 


One of the confusing aspects of Canadian football is the 
fact it is necessary to make yards. In a football game, this 
causes great trouble, because many players make feet instead 
of yards, and when the coach complains, they say “I thought 
this was football, nobody told me it was yardball.”

Suicide of Rommel with poison sent to him. by Hitler followed 
Himmler’s accusation he was “in pay of England” 


By HEINZ LINGE, Hitler’s Personal Valet

BERLIN — When D-Day came, von Runstedt-was 
in France, Hitler came to the conclusion that Rundstedt 


was too old. The memory of Rommel’s successes as com- 


mander of a panzer division came back to him, the vic- 
tories which popularized the play on words, “Es Rom- 
melt,” to describe a thundering advance. Rommel! was no 
longer his favorite, but he sent him as second in com- 
mand to Rundstedt. 

} Rommel obviously was trying 
to get back into the Fuehrer’s 
good graces, and eventually I 
received an order that Rommel 
had to be put through to Hitler 
any time he telephoned. 

I particularly remember one 
morning when Rommel tele- 
phoned and Hitler almost grab- 
bed the telephone out of my

Only a few days later Hitler's 
mood changed. I was with Hit- 
ler when Himmler personally 
reported to Hitler that the Ges- 
tapo had made startling discov. 
eries about Rommel. Himmler 
said Rommel had been in con 
tact. with the British and was 
now fighting a retreating cam- 
paign to give every advantage 
to the enemy. 
|ACCUSED BY HIMMLER 

“Rommel is in the pay of Eng- 
land,” said Himmler. “He has 
been promised rewards and pro- 
tection by the British. Rommel 
is a traitor to you, mein Fueh- 
rer.” 

I was not present during the 
whole interview, but the inci- 
dent which followed convinced 
me that Himmler was able to 
produce what appeared to be 
sufficient evidence to convince 
Hitler that the Gestapo report 
was true. 

I am certain that into Hitler's 
mind came a memory of that 
day when he accused Rommel 
of being a defeatist. a coward 
and a liar. Undoutedly he won 
dered whether it was Rommel 
who had led the Afrika Korps 
to defeat. 

| But he kept his thoughts very 


much to himself, because there} 


still was the knowledge that it 
was he who had built up Rom 
mel into a pubic idol, second 
only to the Fuehrer in popular 
ity. 
{SUICIDE ORDERED 

He believed the accusations 
and sent for General Krebs, who 
had succeeded Guderian as 
Chief-of the General 
Krebs was given explicit orders 
after Hitler told him of the ac 
cusations: Rommel was to be 
informed that the Fuehrer be 
lieved him to be on England's 
side, and that it was the Fueh 
rer’s orders that he should take 
his own life 

Hitler himself gave General 
Krebs an ampule of poison to 
hand to Rommel 

At that time Rommel was in 
a hospital at Schwaben recover- 
ing from a car accident Ww ith 
an Allied army advancing from 
the west and with the Russians 
on the move in the east, Hitler 
dared not let the German people 
know that Rommel was suspect. 

In my presence, he said that 
everything would have to be 
kept very quiet and that Rom- 
mel would die as field marshal

I am sur- 
prised, Linge, that he was found 
to be against me.” 

The real facts of his death 
were kept secret at Hitler's 
headquarters as few things 
were. No one on the staff dared 
talk about it. Rommel’s name 
was never again mentioned in 
the presence of the Fuehrer. 

General Krebs had given him 
a full report of the last ‘inter- 
view. All I could gather was 
that Rommel had accepted the 
Fuehrer’s. decision. He had 
taken his own life.

How did Samuel Clemens get 
the name Mark Twain? 

Samuel. Langhorne Clemens 
spent much of his boyhood on 
the banks.of the mighty Mis- 
sissippi. His home town was 
the river port of Hannibal, 
Missouri. In the 1840's, the 
great river teemed with boats 
of all sorts. The muddy sand 
banks then, as now, were tricky 
to navigate. Special river pilots . 
were needed to steer the boats. 

Young Sam watched these 
men at their work. He saw 
them let down plumb lines to 
mark the depth of the water. 
There were marks on the lines 
to’ show each fathom of water 
below the ship. Mark one meant 
that there was only six feet, one 
fathom of water, below. This 
boat was in danger of being 
stuck in the mud. 

But mark two—or mark 
twain as it was called—was an- 
other matter. When a pilot 
called out these cheerful words 
the boat was safe. It floated 
on two fathoms, 12 feet of 
water. The words mark twain 
were the all-clear signal for a 
river boat. Young Sam loved 
those words as a boy and later 
when he himself became a river 
pilot. They sounded to him like 
a safe and cheerful name. 

Still later, Samuel Clemens 
became a writer. He wrote of 
the people who lived on and 
around the ,busy Mississippi. 
And he chose the words Mark 
Twain for his pen name.

BRIDGE LESSON 


By Oswald Jacoby 


‘The Winter National Tournament begins tomorrow 
in Miami Beach, and my prediction is that the Rule of 
Eleven will be mentioned several hundred times during 
the course of the week-long tournament. Sad to relate, 
not even all of the, ex- . 
|perts thoroughy under- 
|stand this much-cited 
| rule. 

When a player leads 
}fourth best from his 
long and strong suit, he 
naturally has three cards 
|higher than his lead in 
his own hand, If you 
subtract the number of 
the card that was led 
from 11, the remainder 
tells you the number of 
j higher cards in all of the 
other three hands com- 
bined. This rile is most 
commonly applied when 
the opening lead is a 
spot card from a long 
suit. As today’s hand 
shows,’ it can be applied 
equally in another very 
common situation. 
| West opened the deuce of diamonds, dummy played 
the ten, and East's king drove out the ace. East won the 
first trick and returned the six of diamonds to dummy’s 
queen. 

West agonized over this second round of diamonds; 
but finally decided to save his jack. When East won 
the next club trick with the ace, the diamond suit was 
hopelessly blocked. Since the diamonds could not be 
run, South made his contract, not without a grateful 
bow to West. 

West should have used the Rule of Eleven, since 
East's return of the six of diamonds is conventionally a 
fourth best. ‘Subtracting the six from 11 gives a re 
mainder of five. West therefore knows that the other 
three hands combined have only five diamonds higher 
than the six. Dummy started with two, and West started 
, with two. Hence the ace that South had already played

MOSCOW (UP) — Twelve 
“hooligans” received prison 
sentences ranging up. to 25 
years for starting a riot at a 
football. game in Soviet ~Ar- 
menia, provincial newspapers 
reported today. 

The Armenian newspaper. 
Communist said the “drunken 
defendants” assaulted the um- 
pire, stoned a policeman and 
tried to rape a woman spectator 
following .a football match in 
the Soviet Armenian capital of 
Yerevan last month. 

Four of the ringleaders were 
sentenced to 25 years. Two re- 
ceived 20 year sentences, two 
received 15 year sentences and 
the remainder received terms 
ranging from one to ten years.
